Capa May Courthouse, July 20.—
Emmnnuel Katz, Atlantic City hotel
proprietor, was denied a trial by jury
todny before Judge Eldredge. He is

The proseeution charged that Katz,
in his automobile, had acted as convoy
to a cargo of 152 caser of Seotch
whisky. which was seized in  Ocean
City, July 11,

this consignment was only one of many

The whisky, in easer, nod guarded
by two heavily armed deputies, was on
view in the courtroom, and the sight
of it made many a spectator in the hot

Katz is
widely known In this section and has
many friends, He appeared dapper, as
usual, as he was led into the courtroom
in spite of his long confinement. He {s
a frosh-skinned mwan in the early fifties,
unusually  well set-up and  healthy
looking. with well-brushed {ron-gray
hair. He was dressed in the meticulous
fashion for which he is noted, and bore
himeelf as jountily as if he hadn't o
eare fu the world,
